Again, 
on occasions of religious quarrels they are always far more leniently dealt with 
than the Hindus. This policy of making fish of one and flesh of the other naturally 
tends to increase the arrogance and high-handedness of the Musalmdns, besides 
being injurious to the British rule in the long run. The partiality shown by Gov- 
ernment to Muhemmadans against Hindus can be explained on no other ground than 
on that of the existence of many independent Muhammadan kingdoms such as 
Turkey, Persia, Afghanistan, Egypt, Morocco, Zanzibar, &c., to which the Indian 
Musalméns could appeal for aid if necessary, while the Hindus could expect no aid 
from any quarter. Theebaw offered no opposition to the British army, but still 
he was imprisoned and his country annexed by the Government of India. On the 
other hand, though the Chitral relief expedition, involved a large expenditure of 
money and the loss of many valuable. lives, the Government has been able to do 
no harm to Umra Khan, who is quite safe under the agis of Abdur Rahman Khan.

25. The Hindustérs (Lucknow), of the 4th September, giving a summary of 

the provisions of the Legal Touts Bill, does not under- 
stand why an invidious distinction should be made be- 
| | tween district court pleaders on the one hand and vakils 
or High Court pleaders and barristers on the other. If receiving business through 
dalals or touts 1s reprehensible and illegal, there is no reason to suppose that there 
will be no black sheep among the vakils and barristers.. It may be, perhaps, that 
because vakils and barristers cannot hold their own against pleaders in district 
courts, the former have moved the Government to introduce the present Bill with 
a view to hamper the latter in their prosperous practice. The writer is not in

favour of lega! touting, for it sometimes causes much harm and loss to ignorant 


litigants. But until education filters down to the masses, no amount of legislation 
will remedy the evil, i+ being only the ignorant who give commission to dalals for 
obtaining them suitable legal aid. These daldls:are however sometimes of much use 
to outsiders in such large towns as Allahabad and Lucknow. Hardly a day passes 
without some 10, 20 or even 50 villagers resorting to those towns for litigation 
purposes. Now most of these men, who have never been toa court or even seen an 
Englishman’s face, would not know whom to consult or where to go if the dalals did 
not come to their help. It is true, no doubt, that sometimes daldls take an undue 
advantage of the ignorance of the people, but render them some service as well. 
So long as the masses are uneducated and the.legal practitioners have no means to 
advertise themselves to them, this state of things must continue, though Govern- — 
ment might pass not one but a thousand Acts to put an end to it. The only remedy 
that. the writer can conceive of as practicable is to disallow dalals from entering 
court premises, and this the District Magistrate and Judges can do by their ee 
powers, the City Magistrate, Lucknow, having already done so. AS the Bil he 
present stands, it is open to objection on other grounds as well. Jt gives ge 
Judges and Commissioners vast powers over pleaders, &c., which will interfere he 
the latter’s independence. Complaints of giving commission to daldls will be frequent- 
ly filed against pleaders, in which the prosecution will not have to prove the — 
at all, and the onus of disproving it will lie on themselves. The proposed law Wil ts 
curious piece of legislation indeed, under which a. pleader will be liable to lose .

But the gravel used on the roads is not well beaten, and the mud scraped 
out of the drains is thrown over them, which is readily washed away whenever it 
rains, leaving the partially beaten gravel open which causes many a horse and man 
to stumble. The civil line roads, which are under the supervision of the District 
Engineer, are nicely constructed. The conservancy arrangements of the town 
are equally unsatisfactory. There is hardly a ward, lane or street where heaps of 
festering rubbish are not lying. The lamps are put up at great distances, 
and these too burn only till 10 p.m. In some places the lamps are not lighted 
at all for weekstogether. Great delays are made in granting permission to applicants 
for constructing houses, nobody receiving the building permission in Jess than four 
months. The District Magistrate ought to remedy the evils.
